CRG ES ROADS C O N V E N T I D A S 


Bigger Funds for Local Road Better­ 
ments Fqual to Those on Stale 
Trunk Routes 


Nearly twice as much money avail­ 
able now for improvement of'county 
and town roads as is provided regu­ 
larly for use on tho trunk highways 
in Minnesota, Charles 
M. 
Babcock, 
state highway commissioner, this week 
urged early good roads conventions 
in all counties of tho state at which 
county commissioners, town supervi­ 
sors and the county highway engineers 
can agree on a definite program of 
cooperation to gel the biggest possi­ 
ble results for county-towu road ex­ 
penditures. 
“Crow Wing county can secure a 
complete system of good local roads 
in the shortest time and with least ex­ 
pense,” said Air. Babcock, “by adopting 
a definite plan of systematic improve­ 
ment covering several years and then 
pooling town with county funds to 
v arry it out under modern road-build- 
iug methods, with the right equipment 
and so forth. 
Funds for local road 
purposes -exclusive of trunk highways 
in Crow \\ ing county lust year ex­ 
ceeded $180,000 and the importance of 
prompt action is obvious. 
Renville, 
Canton and some other counties al­ 
ready are working with sui aes in this 
direction but I believe that good roads 
conventions in these counties will ac­ 
complish much as in all counties. The 
luau wiu end patchwork road devel­ 
opment and the public will gain in 
every way. 
“County and town road authorities 
and the engineers tan consider at 
these meetings tho needs on every 
county and town road and make pro­ 
vision for them in the longer term 
program. 
Township lines should be 
ignored, just as the state disregards 
county lines on trunk route plans. 
Counties will assist the towns as the 
state department advises and works 
with the counties on state aid and 
other important undertakings. 
The 
town funds may be polled with those 
of the county and used under the di­ 
rection of the engineer. 
Heavier ma­ 
chinery and better methods can be em­ 
ployed generally to get bigger re­ 
sults at less cost, and farmers eau 
be given more jobs than in the past. 
“Public road officials are all w ork ­ 
ing to get the best results now, aud, 
I am confident, w ill cooperate to adopt 
the new plan and make it yield m axi­ 
mum results. 
The fault has been with 
the old-time methods, not with the e f­ 
forts of our present local road author- 


John H. Alulien, deputy commis­ 
sioner and chief highway engineer, 
supported 
the cooperation proposal 
with official figures showing the largo 


cr local funds prove that the so-called 
Babcock plan is mainly a farmers’ 
road plan. 
Taxes brought $10,843,582 of county 
and $0,862,560 of township funds and 
$2,084,900 of state aid for local road 
purposes, besides $1,308,794 of city and 
village street and road funds outside 
of St. Paul, Minneapolis and Duluth. 
Regular state trunk 
funds 
were 
made up of $5,750,000 of motor vehicle 
taxes and $2,840,00 of federal aid. Con­ 
siderable bond money was used last 
year, but laws under which It was 
voted are no longer in effect, and if 
included the trunk fund total still 
would he smaller than that available 
for the locul roads. 
Tho 
local 
road 
mileage is the greater, it was explain­ 
'd but that is fairly offset by higher 
cost of improvements and mainten­ 
ance necessary on the trunk system. 
With the liberal funds provided, Mr. 
Mullen added, county engineers will 
carry out tho programs agreed upon 
by county commissioners and town 
supervisors in systematic plans and 
greater efficiency and economy will 
follow to give the maximum of good 
results.

CONFERENCE NEARING END. 


The Armament Conference is near­ 
ing the completion of its labors, and 
there are definite signs of an early 
adjournment. 
The 
Conference 
has 
made history. 
It brought together the 
great diplomats of the principal gov­ 
ernments of tile world, and under the 
light and guidance of a free republic 
the demand for a better civilization 
will be made. 
What has been accomplished by the 
Conference is no doubt familiar to the 
reading public, and it now only ‘re­ 
mains to record the proceedings of its 
closing sessions, which no doubt will 
also be given in a few days. 
The 
complete history of the great Confer­ 
ence will be a story of progress in 
international relationships unequalled 
in modern diplomacy. 
Questions 
of 
population, 
national 
wealth and debt* increases in debt and 
taxation since prior to the World war, 
figures as to foreign trade and the 
war effect on exports and imports, 
have all taken important parts in the 
discussions on limitihg armaments. 
Each subject had a definite share in 
bringing about the Conference, and has 
been linked not alone with the eco­ 
nomic discussions among the dele­ 
gates, hut directly associated with the 
size of armies and navies. 
The following are the ratios of per 
capita taxes in each of tho four prin­ 
cipal powers, on the basis of 1920 
direct taxation: British Empire, $7.40; 
Italy, $12; France, $13; United States, 
$33.

The Conference presents no scheme 
to throttle governments, 
no 
matter 
how weak they may he. 
There are no 
binding obligations or secret treaties 
to make chattels of human beings in 
the call for war. The treaties contain 
no guarantee that will take away the 
liberty of an American citizen to pro­ 
tect the grasping power of empires 
across the seas. 
America is leading 
the way to a better civilization. 


Comptroller of the Currency Cris- 
singer, 
discussing 
economic 
cond! 
tions in a forecast for 1922, declared 
that the turn of the year is being 
"marked by a striking improvement in 
the business and economic outlook' 
of the country and the world general­ 
ly. 
There ran be no doubt, he de 
d a re d , that "both the political and 
economic index fingers" are register­ 
ing improvement at this time "when 
political and economic conditions so 
intimately inter-act. 
Taking this wid­ 
er view, I feel that we inuy be justi­ 
fied in regarding the outlook as alto­ 
gether reassuring and that the new 
year has come to us with guarantees 
that justify the most optimistic fore 
casts.” 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace, 
when asked for a statement of the 
prospects of the farmer in 1922, de­ 
clared that "there are signs which in­ 
dicate that the coming year should be 
a better one for the farmer and for 
those who deal with him than was 
1921." 


Remedial measures to meet the pres­

HOLD POLITICAL CONVENTION 


THE AUTOMOBILE TAX 


Law Enacted by Last Legislature Re­ 
quiring Political Parties to 
Hold Conventions 


Attorney General Clifford L. H il­ 
ton, referring to the party conven­ 
tion law enacted by the last legisla­ 
ture, said today; 
"T he new law requires the hold­ 
ing of an election on March 14, 1922, 
for the purpose of choosing delegate. 
to county political conventions. 
No 
advance registration 
is 
necessary. 
P a r t y committees and officers as well 
as public officers have certain duties 
to perform in connection therewith. 
The various steps leading up to the 
olding of a county convention are 
as follows: 
I. 
The county committees of the var­ 
ious political parties determin e the 
representation for each election d is ­ 
trict, (precinct), using as a basis the 
vote cast for the party candidate for 
governor at the last election. 
Tho 
county- committee must certify the 
apportionment made by 
it 
to 
the 
county auditor at least thirty days 
before the election. 
Thus the ap ­ 
portionment, of delegates must be in 
the hands of the county audito r be­ 
fore F e b ru ary l l , 19 22.

The delegate election will be hel l 
as a rule in the same election dis­ 
tricts (pecinots) in which the last 
November election was

The 
boundaries of an 
election 
district 
may not be changed after March 3, 
1922. 
In towns the board of super­ 
visors will act as judges of election. 
In villages having but one district 
the council will act. 
In other m uni­ 
cipalities the council is required, not 
later th a n February 16, 1922, to ap ­ 
point thee judges for each district. 
Vacancies are filled an d adidtional 
appointm ents made as 
at 
general 
election will also serve at the p ri­ 
m a ry election and general election 
next following. 
In. towns a n d vil­ 
lages where an annual election is a l ­ 
so being held on the day of the dele­ 
g a te election, the polls will remain 
open durin g the hours of such annual 
election. In other districts the hours 
of votiug are from 12 noon to 9 p. in. 


A form of ballot will be prepared and 
sent to county auditors by the sec­ 
retary of state. 
Names of candidates 
need not be rotated on these ballot:. 
Ballots are cast, counted, retu rned 
and canvassed as at general elections, 
except that the county auditor acts 
in place of the 
county 
canvassing 
board. 
Candidates elected as dele­ 
gates will receive a certificate to that 
effect from the county auditor. 
A 
list of the delegates elected will hr: 
certified by the county auditor to the 
county chairman. 
4. 
The time of holding 
the 
county 
conventions will be fixer! by the stat-: 
central committee. 
The date -elect­ 
ed must he within ten days after the 
delegate election. 
Upon receiving iv- 
tice of the date of the county con­ 
vention, the county committee should 
issue a call stating 
the 
time 
and 
place thereof. 
Care should he taken 
to notify the county auditor before 
the delegate election of the time a ’id 
place fixed for The 
county 
convell 
lion 
T h at officer will be unable to 
issue certificates of election to dele­ 
gates unless he has this information. 


5. 
The duties and powers of a county 
convention are prescribed 
by 
law. 
The delegates will he called to order 
by the county party chairman. 
The 
convention may adopt 
a 
platform, 
and should elect 
deelgat.es 
to 
th • 
state convention, elect delegates lo 
congressional district convention, and 
choose a county 
committee. 
Each 
delegate elected by the county con­ 
vention to the state or congressional 
district convention should receive r. 
certificate to that effect signed 
by 
the officers of the convention, who 
hould also certify a list of the d e b ­ 
ates elected to the state convention 
to the secretary of state. 


6 . 
T h e apportionment of the delegates 
to which any county is entitled in a 
congressional district convention, in 
a congressional 
district 
containing 
more th a n one county, will be made 
by the state central committee, and 
■.aid committee will al»u fix the time 
and p late of the holding of all con­ 
gressional district convention. A I Isl 
of delegates elected will bt; certified 
to the congressional district c h a i r ­ 
men by the secretary of slate.

congressional district convention 
is 
empowered to endorse a candidate 
foivmember of congress from the d is­

tee. 
At the conclusion of the con­ 
vell lion the proper officers should cer­

lengthening of hours, sh e said. 
In 
variably the factories so conducted 
have increased their business. 
Shoes Interest Well (ionlied Wonton

considerate 
amount of this is of union rnanufac 
tine. 
There is no article of ap p a le 
which more interests the well gowne< 
woman than up to date shoes.

Brainerd, For Example 


fl'ake a city like 
Brainerd 
with 
about 10,000 population. 
A low aver­ 
age is two pairs of shoes per year, 
which would mean 20,000 pairs for the 
town. Estim ating them at $5 per pair, 
would give a shoe business of $100,- 
000 annually. 
One can readily see 
what an impetus this would give the 
union label, if every purchaser called 
for a union stamped shoe. 


Criticism of Workers 


During tile last four or live years 
a good deal of criticism has been lev­ 
elled at the shoe w orkers because of 
the enormous increase in the selling 
price of shoes. 
For instance, shoes 
that cost $4 or $5 before the war had 
a labor cost of CO cents. 
With a la­ 
bor increase of 40 cents, the same 
shoe retailed at $10 or $12. 
The pub­ 
lic was led to believe that tho nigh 
price was due to increased labor costs, 
when in reality, said Miss Johnson, it 
was because of higher costs of m ate­ 
rial that goes into the making of a 
shoe.
